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The Civil List Bill. 



The Bill now beforo our Logifilature, 
aDd olaim'iDg to bo a Civil List Bill, has 
given rieo to a good deal of discussion. 
To a certain claas of politicians it has 
been a godsend, furnishing a fiue oppor- 
tunity. to indulge in their favorite avoca- 
tion', 'CuBting about for a Civil List 

• Bill which groups together In one hugo 
list every official, from the Governor 
down to tho constable and tho messon- 

' er, wo have failed to find ouo. During 
the first session of tho Dominion Parlia- 
ment it was resolved « That it is expedi- 
ent that tho pnymont of the salurlos 
and allowances attached to tho follow- 
ing offices should not bo dopendant on 
tho annual vote of Parliament, but 
should bo charged upon and bo payable 
out ?f any unappropriated moneys form- 
ing part of the Consolidated llevenuo 
Fund of Canada ; and that such salar- 
ies and allowances should be as fol- 
lows »:_H'»ro follow tho thirteen 
Ministers, members of llio Queen's Pri . v 
Council for Canada, and tho Private 
Soorotary of tho Governor General ; also 
the Lieut Governor and the Judges of each 
of the four confederated Provinces. Be- 
yond this tho Lint does not go. And 
thus tho matter rests— a resolution 
having all the force, but not all iho form 
ality and unwieldiness of an Act — re- 
quiring a ruoro reoolution of tho House 
to amend or annihilate it. Then oomo 
tho Ustiinates lor annual vote, with 
each Department and Us subordinate 
departments, but no detailed list of 
officers, ouly a lump sum for each subor- 
dinate or branch department of the ser- 
vice, Each Province has its Civil List; 
but wo believe we aro correct in assort- 
ing that in no instance does such list go 
boyond the heads of departments. It 
is only fair to say that the Dominion 
Government is eoguiied in preparing a 
Federal Civil List which shall cover the 
eutire service from top to bottom, 
establishing a regular standard (or every 
grade of officials, and fixing the rate of 
emolumont to bo attached to each 
office, and, at the samo time, creating 
a Board of Examination before wnich 
every member of the Civil Service must 
pass. It is by no means improbable 
that each of tho Provinces will in time 
adopt a similar systoni — British Coluui 
bia among the rest. But whatever 
may bo in the futun, we must be par- 
mitted to think that this is not tho tiino, 
nor is tho presont Legislature tbo one 
to pass a Civil List embracing evory 
grade of official and givo it all the cir- 
cumstance and formulity of an Act, As 
was admitted in a former article, thore 
are not wanting reasons why tho pre- 
sent Legislature should spare tho Minis- 
terial Loads of Departments under tho 
new constitution tbo delicate task of 
fixing and voting upon their own salar- 
ies. ' But there the work should Btop, 
for tho presont at least. Wo see nothing 
in tho Bill now beforo the LegiHlaturo 
to justify alarm. Wo aro rather dispos- 
ed to rogard it as barmkB--,becuuse powerieaj. 
Id any cose tbe present officials would he pre- 
saraed to retain their positions and enjoy the 
amolameota thereof until disturbed by a 
Government bound to administer in accor- 
dance with the well understooJ w^bea of 
the people; and oven then it is presumable 

••'that ttey would only be disturbed by tbe 
■ praDiug-knife of retrenchment or lor ineffici- 
ency or misdoing. All tho Bills that can be 
pasiad by tbo present Legislature would 
not could oot grant them immunity i.om 
either ol tbeae. It just 6mount; to this: Tho 
Bill will secure tbem their salaries and po- 
sitions until it sails tho now Legislature to 
deprive them of either or both. Bat although 
the Bill i3 BXtromtly harmless iu one respec, 
it may not be quite so harmless in another. 
Tbe very fact ot such a Bill being prepared 
by the present Government has a tendancy 
to urouso a feeling of opposition to '.ffi dials 
*b a class. We do not exactly know why 
it should be so; but it is enough for otu pros- 
int purpuse to know tbat it ia so. Fuoplo 
tre apt to regard tho Bill as an attempt on 
the paH of an outgoing Government to per- 
petuate what has bocn regarded bb ouo of 

• tbo evils of a bad system, to, as it woro. 
cheat Responsible Government out of one of 
in most important functions; and thus it is to 
96 questioned whether or not a measure in- 
seeded to benefit a certain class may in 
roality redound to their itjury. 

Products of tbe Iaterior. 


Mr Nathan has given notice of his in- 
tontion to movo for tho abolition of 
Road Tolls upon wool, hides and ores. 
Last session a motion similar in import 
was adopted ; but, like vory many 
othora, it never got past tbo Executive 
waste-paper basket. Let ns hopo Mr 
Nathan's motion will DOt only bo adopt* 
ed by the Legislature, but that it may 
moot a hotter fato in the mysterious 
chamber of tho Executive — tho char- 
nol-houso of probably two-thirds of 
tho Logir-lativo out-put. It was highly 
proper that tolls on tho dosigualod arti- 
cles Bbould huvo been abolishod long 
ago, In truth, thuso articles ought 
never to havo boon «uhjoct to tolls at 
all. Since 1 8G2 very many thousands 
ot dollars' worth ot wool and hides re- 
turned to mother earth which, had it 
not boon for tho road tolls, might havo 
found their way to the ROabourd and 
either entered into local consumption or 
taken the form ol e xports. Tho inaug- 
uration Of. -Road. bleuiuoiB will at oiico 
suggest tho additional importance of 
removing evory obstruction to the 
movements of these commodities to 
tho Boaboard. With tho tolls re- 
moved, thtuo BtonmurB would take re- 
turn freight at such morol? nominal 



rates as would cause every hide shed 
and ovcry pound of wool sheared within 
reasonable distance of the trunk road 
to seek a market, at the seaboard, instead 
of, as now, lying and rotting east ot tho 
Cascade Range. The grand difficulty 
in lbs way ol tho abolition of road tolls 
on upward ireight has been Iosb of ro« 
venue. Bat tho present effort is free 
from that objection, inasmuoh as these 
nrticlos would lie and rot rather than 
pay road tolls. It is hopod, therofore, 
that die Executive will not hesitate to 
rouiova this obstuolo to tbo downflow 
of commodities which would form a 
sourco of woalth to the Colony,

Washington, March 14— Samner read 
the petition from tbe Dominicans ngainat 
annexation. It says that Baez caused some 
of tho patriots opposed to tbe project to bo 
osecutod and thereby frightened many 
more into silence. Ha baa imposed re- 
strictions upon a majority of the influoDtial 
citizaus lor tbe object of realizing his ioton- 
tion and to deceive the Government of tbe 
United Stales with the appoaronce of legal- 
ity, lie hss forced the Dominicans to as- 
somblu for on eleotiou and compelled with 
threats the greater port of tho oitizens to 
veto for uoucxutioo againat their convic- 
tions nud interests. Tbo majority aro op- 
posed to all foreign domination. The objeot 
of Buez :s to convert into specie u largo 
am-un! ol bills against tbe Treasury of lbo 
Republic. That the annexation of Djrniui- 
oa would result in grave complications for tbu 
governmneut of the U S and in fatal conse- 
quences to tbo soob of tbe soil nud that it 
would be n violation ol international law. 
1'berelore tbo memorialists in tbo Dame of 
tboinsolvea und- their countrymen solemnly 
protest against the treoty of annexation 
which has been presented by tho govern 
inant of Prosident Baez to the Cabinet of 
Washington, 

During the rosding of ihe paper by Sum- 
ner Sherman submitted the point that the 
memorial was not in ordkt aa under estab> 
I slud rules and usages of ibe Senate peti» 
lions from foreigners aro not allowed to be 
presented to tbe exclusion of Ihe business of 
the country. The Vics-Fresident sustained 
the point ol order, tbe effect ol wbiob was to 
prevent the further reading ot the memori- 
al. Saumner then proceeded to state tho 
substance of tbe memorial! Us suid the 
position o'tbe memorialists was peculiar 
I'bey were exiled by nsorper Baez who is 
now engaged with the aid ol American t'oos 
in selling bis country. Tuey protested ogainBt 
tbis aa an outrage and a wrong because ibeir 
country was about to be sacrificed. Tho 
quostion now was wbethor upon principles 
ol justice they weie cot eolitled to be heard. 
Here after tome informal remarks were 
made as to lbo right ot Sumner to proceed 
wben no question was belore the Senate 
that Senator was about to continue when 
Moiton itquired whether it was in order lor 
Sumnar to make a speech at this time againBi 
Dominica. A reply woald be in order and 
Le was in favcr of ibat gentleman Roing 
on. The Vice-Frehident said that if the 
quesliou ol ordor was raieed be should have 
co decide against Sumter's right to proceed 
as he bud already decided aguinst ibe Sen- 
ator from Maes. Sumner went on to say 
tbot in ruling the memorial out of order lbo 
obair had not acted upon any rule as there 
was Done on lbo subject anu tbo so called 
usage had changed trom th dale of former 
lays. Ttie Vice- Preslden' linally remicded 
Sumuer tbat tho poiut of o ter againat bis 
further proceeding bad beej mode 3 times 
and unless an appeal from tbe decision ot 
the cheir was made he could not proceed.
